Onions 


Oiii</iis may lie grown either from 


sets or from seed. The greater part 
of .the commercial onion., crop 
is 


grown from .<eed, hut the usual me- 
thod of plan-ting onions in the gar- 
den is 'by use of. sets. 


One (|iiart of sets will plant from 


> to 12") ft. of row with the plants 


four inches apart in the row: this 
depends, however, upon the sixe of 
the sets. 
Onion sets 
should be 


placed in a small furrow, 
rootend 


downward, and covered to a depth 
of about l.l inches unless the soil is 
extremely heavy, in which case they 
should not be covered 
so 
deeply. 


Onion sets may be planted just as 
early in the spring as 
the ground 


mil be cultivated. In all sections 
except in the extreme northern part 
of the country, where the 
weather 


becomes too coldj certain varieties 
may be planted in the autumn and 
given .slight protection ovcr the win- 
ter. 


Tn a very small garden the onion 


sets may be planted in a bed three 
to four inches apart in each direc- 
tion. 
Tly this method all the work 


o'f cultivating must i»e done by hand 
or with small hand fools, 
and is a 


little more difficult than where they 
are planted in a single row. Onions 
require frequent shaJlow 
cultiva- 


tion and must he kept free 
from 


weeds. 
When the tops begin to ri- 


pen and bend down io the 
ground, 


it is time to remove the onions from 
the soil and spread them to dry in 
a c6o], shady place where thev will 
have plenty of air. Later the tops 
and roots can be trimmed off 
and 


the onions stored in a 
cool, /Iry 


place. Slight freezing does uot hurt 
the bulbs in storage, -provided they 
are not disturbed while frozen. How 
ever, onions will be injured by re- 
peated freezing and thawing—Unit-

WAR MADE LITTLE CHANGE 


Streets Thronged With People of 


all Nationalities Headquarters 


For Food Administration. 


(By United Press.) ,f 


•Sarajevo, April 5. \(By Mail)— 


This little Bosnian city, famous as 
the scene of ihe murder of Arch- 
duke Franz Ferdinand, which was 
the precursor of the great -world 
war is now the headquarters of the 
United States Food Administration 
,and of the American 
Red Cross, 


which are extending their activities 
to every part df the Balikans, Amer- 
ican officers, soldiers, doctors and 
nurses crowd the'streets. 


•Four and a hallf years of 
war 


have made little change in the an- 
cient capital. With the exception otf 
a small district near the Serbian 
was not a battle-ground and there 
is consequently no destruction of 
property. Indeed except for 
the 


wounded and sick Bosnian soldiers 
returning from Austria and Germ- 


any, 
and the presence of Allied offi- 


cers and troopsAone would scarce- 
ly know the country had ever been 
at war. 


The streets -are .thronged with 


people of all nationalities and" of 
all manners of dress. 
Croatians, 


Sei'bs, Austrians, Germans, Turks, 
Italians, Frenchmen, Britishers and 
Americans rub elbows with one an- 
other. The cafes are always crowd- 
ed. The cinemas are full 
at 
'all 


hours and dancing is ever popular. 


The slender minarets of the more 


than "one hundred Turkish mosques, 
give a very picturesque appearance 
to the city. Nearly one-haVf of Sar- 
ajevo's 30,000 souls• are of- the Mo- 
hammedan faith. 


The Turkish people 
here 
really 


are Slavs who embraced the Mo- 
hammedan religion. They are noted 
for their indolence 
and dirtiness. 


The women never work. The Ser- 
bians,, on the other hand, are indus- 
trious and tidy. 


The people of Bosnia and Herze- 


govina have great 
native 
intelli- 


gence. Many speak several langua- 
ges. 
The educated classes are stu- 


dents of politics 
and 
economics. 


The words Ulberty an& Freedom are 
constantly on their lips. All their 
hope is centered in President Wil- 
son. He is their apostle. 
^VV'hile there is an abundance of 
food in the larger cities, soone of 
the villages are suffering severely. 
There is complete lack of food suit- 
alble for children and the sick. There 
has iheen an alarming increase in 
the number of typhus cases, parti- 
cularly among the poor, many of 
vhoon have only one outfit of cloth- 
ng which they never change 
or 


wash until worn out. 


The American Bed Cross Com- 


mission to the Balkans has sent a 
number of doctors and nurses here 
to help the local authorities. The 
United States Food Administration 
is sending- large quantities of flour 
and fats into the interior regions, 
where destitution is the worst. 


The people and government are 


profoundly grateful for 
this 
help 


from America. On every hand yon 
.hear expressions of admiration and 
gratitude. It is no exaggeration to 
say that America stands first in the 
affections of the peoiple.
